Aspendus,  an  ancient  city  in  Pamphylia, 
was  situated  on  the  river  Eurymedon,  about 
eight  miles  from  the  sea.  In  its  glory  it 
was  a wealthy,  thriving  city,  famous  far  and 
wide  for  its  commerce  in  salt,  oil  and  wool. 
Even  in  Mediaeval  times  it  was  a powerful 
city,  but  today  it  is  but  a wretched  hamlet. 
Its  modern  name  is  Balkis  Kale. 

The  coins  of  this  find  were  struck  be- 
tween the  fourth  and  third  centuries  B.  C. 
The  obverse  shows  two  wrestlers,  and  the 
reverse  a slinger.  In  the  field  is  a triskeles. 
The  illustration  is  from  one  of  the  pieces, 
and  shows  the  average  style.  None  of  the 
pieces  shows  any  sign  of  wear.

Silver  Drachms  of  Menander 
Inscribed  in  Greek  and  Sanskrit 

Menander,  one  of  the  best  known  and 
most  powerful  of  Bactrian  kings,  ruled  from 
B.  C.  160  to  140.  According  to  one  ancient 
historian  he  “conquered  more  tribes  than 
Alexander.”  When  Menander  died  all  the 
subject  towns  disputed  the  honor  of  his 
burial,  till  at  last  his  ashes  were  divided 
among  them  in  four  equal  parts. 

An  unusual  characteristic  of  these  coins  is 
that  on  one  side  they  are  inscribed  in  Greek 
and  on  the  other  in  Sanskrit  This  was

Half  Pennies  of  Virginia  Dafed  1773 
in  Minf  Condition 

These  coins  were  made  in  England  and 
designed  for  circulation  in  the  Virginia 
colony.  As  there  is  no  record  of  them  be- 
ing authorized  by  the  government  it  is  prob- 
able they  were  the  result  of  individual  en- 
terprise.

The  signing  of  these  notes 
was  effected  by  the  selection  of  a number 
of  responsible  citizens,  and  each  note  bears 
the  signature  of  two  or  three  signers.  Con- 
sequently anyone  descended  from  an  old  Am- 
erican family  is  apt  to  find  a note  bearing 
the  signature  of  one  of  his  ancestors. 

The  notes  were  issued  in  good  faith  by 
the  governments  of  the  various  states  and 
for  a time  were  a satisfactory  medium  of 
exchange.  But  the  inevitable  repudiation 
came  and  perhaps  brought  ruin  to  their 
holders. 

The  notes  are  of  particular  interest  be- 
cause of  the  patriotic  legends  they  bear,  and 
nearly  always  will  be  found,  usually  on  the 
back,  the  solemn  warning,  TO  COUNTER- 
FEIT IS  DEATH.  The  names  of  some  of  the 
early  American  printers  and  engravers  are 
to  be  found  on  many  of  the  notes.

Colonial  Coins  of  New  Jersey 

In  keeping  with  the  undertakings  of  other 
colonies,  the  New  Jersey  legislature  author- 
ized, in  1786,  the  issue  of  $50,000  worth 


of  copper  cents.  Despite  the  stringent  re- 
quirements of  the  contract  which  stipulated 
that  each  cent  should  weigh  six  pennyweight 


and  six  grains,  the  pieces  vary  as  much  as  33 
grains  in  weight.

A Colonial  Coin  of  Massachusetts 

These  coins  were  authorized  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Massachusetts  on  October  17th, 
1786.  In  1787  and  1788  cents  and  half- 
cents  were  coined.  The  device  shown  on 
the  coins  is  that  of  the  first  seal  of  the 
colony.

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Richard,  the  Lion-hearted  Silver  Pennies  Struck  by  Alexander 

Ruler  of  England  1189-1199  III  of  Scotland,  1249-1285 


Richard,  surnamed  Coeur  de  Lion,  was 
born  at  Oxford,  September  8,  1 1 57.  At 
the  age  of  32  he  ascended  the  throne  of 
England  and  although  he  spent  less  than  six 
months  of  the  next  ten  years  there,  he 
earned  a never-to-be-forgotten  place  in 
history.  Scholars  have  used  up  pounds  of 
printers  ink  in  an  attempt  to  explain  his 
greatness,  only  to  be  contradicted  by  several 
cold  facts  of  history.  It  is  true  that  Richard 
was  brave  and  a first  class  amateur  musician. 
On  the  other  hand  he  robbed  his  subjects 
right  and  left,  spent  the  money  on  the  Cru- 
sades and  in  doing  so  “built  up”  a reputa- 
tion for  himself. 


Alexander  III  ascended  the  throne  when 
eight  years  of  age.  The  two  rival  political 
parties,  one  led  by  Walter  Comyn  and  the 
other  by  Alan  Durwards,  took  advantage  of 


his  age  and  engaged  in  a long,  bitter  battle 
to  gain  power.  But  as  Alexander  reached 
majority  he  proved  himself  fairly  capable  of 
ruling  the  country.  At  the  highest  peak 
of  his  power  he  was  killed  by  a fall  from  his 
horse  in  the  dark  while  riding  to  visit  the 
Queen  at  Kinghorn  on  the  1 6th  of  March, 
1285.  We  offer  silver  pennies  of  this 
ruler  as  illustrated.

If  the  various  legends  have  any  foundation 
at  all,  he  must  have  spent  the  entire  ten 
years  of  his  reign  rescuing  distressed  Mo- 
hammedan maidens.  When  he  finally  tired 
of  such  adventure,  he  set  forth  for  England. 
After  months  of  unpleasant  adventure  he 
arrived  only  to  find  his  country  in  a state 
of  chaos.  Bands  of  robbers  roamed  the 
land,  and  in  poetic  justice  to  Richard  one  of 
the  robbers  was  the  now  famous  Robin 
Hood. 

But  Richard  of  the  Lion  Heart  had  no  time 
to  improve  the  living  conditions  of  his  sub- 
jects. Off  he  went  to  lay  seige  to  a castle 
in  France.  There  he  received  a slight  arrow 
wound  which  became  infected  and  resulted 
in  his  death. 

The  only  coins  bearing  Richard’s  name 
are  the  deniers  struck  at  Poitou  or  Aqui- 
tanie.

Commemorative  Coins  Struck  in 
Cappadocia  by  Vespasian 

Vespasian,  who  led  the  Roman  soldiers 
to  many  victories  in  foreign  lands,  gained 
his  greatest  triumphs  in  the  East.  At  the 
mint  of  Caesares  in  Cappadocia,  which  was 
the  chief  Roman  mint  on  the  Eastern  fron- 
tier, he  had  a special  coin  struck  to  com- 


memorate his  victories.  The  coin  shows  an 
unusually  fine  portrait  of  Vespasian,  facing 
right  and  on  the  reverse  Victory  advancing 
with  a wreath  in  her  hand.  These  coins 
were  probably  struck  shortly  before  he  be- 
came Emperor  in  70  A.  D.

English  Halfpenny  Showing 
Queen  Elizabeth 

This  token  was  struck  in  1794  during 
the  shortage  of  regal  currency.  It  is  of 


interest  because  of  the  splendid  portrait  of 
Queen  Elizabeth.  The  building  on  the  re- 
verse is  Chichester  Cross.  The  edge  reads 

PAYABLE  AT  DALLYS  CHICHESTER.

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Early  Cents  of  Connecticut- 
Coined  from  1785  to  1788 

In  1785  Connecticut  granted  exclusive 
permission  to  Samuel  Bishop,  Joseph  Hop- 
kins, James  Hillhouse,  and  John  Goodrich 
to  establish  a mint  and  coin  money  for  the 
State.  Each  piece  was  to  weigh  six-penny- 
weights and  to  bear  a device  designed  by  the 
government. 


During  the  three  years  the  mint  was  in 
operation,  28,944  pounds  of  copper  was 
used  in  manufacturing  these  coins.  The 
mint  was  well  equipped  and  could  turn  out 
120  pieces  a minute.  But  like  most  colonial 
coins  they  were  crudely  struck.  There  are 
many  varieties  of  these  coins.

A Coin  of  a Famous  Ruler  of 
Mediaeval  Times 

Charles  the  Bald,  823-877,  became  king 
of  the  Roman  Empire  upon  the  death  of  his 
father  Louis  the  Pious.  In  843  the  famous 
treaty  of  Verdun  made  him  ruler  of  the 
kingdom  of  the  Western  Franks,  which 
roughly  corresponded  with  what  is  now 
France.  Because  of  this  he  is  usually  con- 
sidered to  be  the  second  Charles  to  rule 
France. 

His  reign  was  an  uneventful  one  and  even 
at  this  late  date  historians  are  continually 
debating  his  ability  as  a ruler  or  soldier.  The 
last  few  years  of  his  life  were  most  distress- 
ing and  he  died  under  pitiful  circumstances 
in  877. 


The  coins  of  Charles  the  Bald  are  better 
executed  than  most  pieces  of  that  period, 
and  like  those  of  Charlemagne,  are  of  good 
quality  silver.  They  are  not  rare  and  even 
the  most  modest  cabinet  can  afford  to  in- 
clude one.  We  can  supply  silver  deniers 
as  illustrated  and  in  fine  condition  at  $2.00 
each.
